ADMINISTRATION 


MR.  R.  D.  BAKER 


With  the  turn  of  the  century,  education  in  Wise  County  took  a stride  forward.  From 

the  beginning  of  the  establishment  of  public  schools,  it  seems  thot  quality  loaders  hove 

always  been  placed  in  positions  of  responsibility. 

Mr.  R.  D.  Baker,  Superintendent  of  Schools  from  1905  to  1909,  was  a native  of  Big 

Stone  Gap.  In  1909  he  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  J.  N.  Hillman  who  became  the  fir.st  full 

time  Superintendent  of  Schools.  A native  of  Wise  County,  Dr.  Hillman  was  a graduate  of 
the  College  of  William  and  Mary,  holding  both  B.A.  and  M.A.  Degrees.  He  entered  the 
field  of  education  in  1905  and  served  continuously  until  1944.  During  his  term  as 
Superintendent,  Dr.  Hillman  was  instrumental  in  improving  the  curriculum  as  well  as  im- 
proving the  physical  plants.  From  Wise  County,  he  became  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Virginia  Public  Schools  and  in  1922  become  president  of  Emory  and  Henry  College. 
Here,  probably  more  than  anywhere  else,  was  his  influence  fell  as  an  educator  and  a 
Christian  gentleman.  His  contribution  to  the  advancement  of  education  in  Virginia,  and 
in  Southwest  Virginia  in  particular,  will  live  on  in  the  lives  of  all  those  who  had  the 
privilege  of  knowing  him. 

Since  the  turn  of  the  century,  only  three  men  have  served  in  the  capoeity  of  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  Dr.  Hillman  (1909-1917)  and  Dr.  Kelly  (1917-).  During  this  span  of 
years.  Big  Stone  Gap  has  also  been  fortunate  in  having  had  outstanding  men  to  serve 
as  principals. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Sheppe  served  as  the  first  principal  of  Big  Stone  Gap  High  School.  Those 
who  recall  their  school  doys  with  Professor  Sheppe,  as  he  was  fondly  called,  remember 
most  his  deep  interest  in  furthering  education  and  in  considering  each  individual  student's 
needs. 

Mr.  H.  L.  Sulfridge,  a graduate  of  William  and  Mary,  was  an  outstanding  link  in  the 
establishment  of  a strong  system  of  education  in  Big  Stone  Gap.  From  Big  Stone  Gap, 
he  went  to  Charlottesville,  Virginia,  where  he  became  Principal  of  Lane  High  School  and 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  After  his  retirement,  he  taught  at  Randolph  Macon  College 
for  Men. 


Mr.  J.  Roy  Horne,  a fellow  graduate  of  William  and  Mary,  succeeded  Mr. 
Sulfridge  as  principal,  serving  in  this  capacity  from  1929  to  1954.  Both  later  went  on 
to  do  graduofe  work  at  Columbia  University.  Mr.  Horne  was  influential  in  community 
and  civic  affairs  as  well  as  in  the  field  of  education.  Fairness,  firmrress,  loyalty,  and  self- 
sacrificing  interest  in  his  profession— all  were  marks  of  Mr.  Horne's  term  as  principal. 

Mr.  J.  Flint  Waller,  Mr.  A.  J.  Wolfe,  Mr.  Owen  R.  Easley,  Mr.  John  A.  Hicks,  and  Mr. 
Herbert  H.  Young— all  served  their  day  as  Principal  of  Big  Stone  Gap  High  School  and 
will  long  be  remembered  for  their  part  in  education  in  Big  Stone  Gap.  Yet,  no  history 
can  ever  be  complete  giving  only  the  main  characters.  Hundreds  of  teachers  played 
their  parts  in  order  to  produce  the  finished  product — Big  Stone  Gap  High.

ADMINISTRATION 


Dr.  J.  J.  Kelly,  Jr.,  who  has  served  as  Division  Superintendent 
of  Wise  County  Schools  since  January  1,  1917,  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  Wise  County.  He  is  a graduate  of  Washington 
and  Lee  University  and  was  a graduate  student  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.  He  has  served  as  president  of  the  Virginia  Education  Asso- 
ciation, president  of  the  Department  of  Superintendents,  and  as  a 
member  of  the  major  committees  of  the  Association. 

Dr.  Kelly's  foresight  in  school  matters  is  evidenced  by  a num- 
ber of  programs,  first  instituted  in  Wise  County.  Among  these  are 
the  establishment  of  a summer  school  session,  the  establishment  of  a 
nine-months  school  term,  the  employment  of  principals  on  twelve 
months  basis,  the  organization  of  high  school  on  a five-year  basis, 
the  inclusion  of  commercial  courses  in  the  regular  curriculum,  and 
the  operation  of  a county-wide  vocational  school. 

At  the  same  time  that  advancement  in  curriculum  was  being 
made,  the  physical  plants  of  the  county  were  being  improved.  In 
1905  the  school  property  had  an  estimated  value  of  $41,400.  The 
1954-55  estimated  value  is  $6,500,000. 

Dr.  Kelly  has  given  unselfishly  of  his  time  and  energy  to 
further  education  not  only  in  Wise  County  but  also  in  the  entire 
state  where  he  is  recognized  as  a dean  among  educators.  Through 
the  years  school  personnel  and  patrons  alike  have  looked  to  Dr. 
Kelly  for  wisdom,  sympathetic  understanding,  and  guidance. 

Mr.  Harley-  Stallard,  our  capable  principal  for  the  past  four 
years,  has  won  respect  and  admiration  from  those  with  whom  he 
has  come  in  contact. 

Mr.  W.  D.  Richmond,  has  ably  served  as  Director  of  Instruction 
of  Wise  County  for  a number  of  years.  His  effervescent  personality 
makes  him  a valuable  asset  in  Wise  County.
